MANY CAXDIDATES FOR OFFICE.

HUGII J. GRANT WOULD NOT ACCEPT TIE COL-

LECTORSHIP—MR, O'DONONUE'S HNOPES,

A report was olrculated yesterday to the effect that
President Cleveland had offered the Collectorship of the
Port of New-York to ex-Mayor Hugh J, Grant,  Mr.
Grant nimself gave the rumor s deatl-blow., When
asked by a Tribupe reporter what foundation there
was for*the statoment, the ex-Mayor =nid :

“ President Cleveland has not offered me the office
of Collector of the Port, or any other place,”

“Would you arcept the Collectorship 1f it should
be offered you 1" waus asked.

“1 would not nccept the best politleal office which
Mr. Cleveland has in his gift," Mr. vrant answered,
“1 am out of polltles, and nothing would tempt me
o take any office at presont.”

As Collector Hendricks's resignation 1s In the hands
of the President, It I8 expected that actlon will be
taken by Mr. Cleveland and Secretary Carlisle within
A few days looking to the appointment of a successor.
There were many rumors yesterday us to who would
be the lucky man. The Antl-Snappers of thys eny
hatd settled npon ex-Secretary Charles 8. Fairchild,
and he bad glven a most reluctant consent to the use
of hils name for thie place &t the tme of the famous
visit of the committee made up of ex-Mavor Grace,
Mr. Ottendorfer, E. Ellery Anderson, Colonel Hobert
Grier Monros and Mr. Faireblld to Mr. Clevelund
on the afternoon ¢f February 4, when the explosion
occurred and Mr. Falrehild withdrew In high dudgeon.

A CRUEL BURDEN VPON GUESTS AND TRAV-
ELLERS—PRESIDENT CARNOT'S EFFORTS
TO SUPPRESS THE EXTORTION—
THE PRINCE OF WALES
AND THE EMPEROR
FREDERICK,

The atterpt made by Mr. W. Waldorf Astor In
England to pul n stop 1o the practice of the “tpping”
of his wervauts by guests visiting bis  house
calls atftenflon to ome of the most disagreeable
features of lNfe ln the old world. Few people who
have not visited Enrope have any Wea e what extent
this unpleasant custom s carrled there. It constitutes
& perpetual and pever-ending draln upon the purse,
all the more unpleasant by resson of the fact that
the reciplents of the tips are accustomed to regard the
latter not so much as & @it as o perquisite.  Thus,
In the English country house there b8 the butler who,
as o rule, expects a Ave-pound note If one happens
to have stayed there a few days. The man-servant
appointed to look after yow, il you do mol happen to
have brought a valet, expects at least a couple of
puinens, and the chambermald Intrusted with the care
of your room expects at least & half soverelgn.  Then
there is the conchman who drives You from and to
the station, and one of the grooms, I you happen to
do any riding during your stay. If the visit happ:ns
to take place during the shooting season, the head
gomekeeper expects af least a ten-pound note, falling
which he tnkes care that you get placed at u spot
whers you do not have a chance to fire a single shot.
Hesides this, there is the deputy-gamekeeper, who bas
churge of your guns, and atlends to the cl-aning
thercof. From this It will be seen that & visit! to
an Engllsh ecountry-house s exceedingly costly, and
that, when one spends the autumn In travelling from
one country-house (o the other pa¥ing visits to one's
friends, the expense Is even greater than that which
would be Ineurred In either stopping st home or
llving at some first-rate hotel.

Oy the comtinent of Purope matters are stlll waorse,
for at Pars, Vienna, Derlin and §t. Petersburg—in-
deed, in all the great eapitals—one (s expocted 1o fee
the servanis al every house where one either lunches,
dines, or spends the evening. Thus, at each house the
